“ Many employers of lalwir stiil need 
to Le convinced th a t it is cheaper to 
prevent eye accidents than to pay for 
them ; that it is false economy to use 
•heap goggles, or to have a group of 
workmen share one pair of goggles; 
th at the wearing of goggles or other 
head protection in 
dangerous opera­ 
tions should be made an absolute con­ 
dition of employment.
